No. 1877, dated the 23rd Junc, 1989. - An examination for 
admission to the Army, Navy and Air Force Wings of the 
National Defence Academy for the 24th Course commencing 
in July 1960 will be held by the Union Public Service Com 
minion at ALLAHABAD , BANGALORE , BOMBAY . CAL 
CUTTA , DELHI, HYDERABAD , JAMMU , LUDHIANA , 
MADRAS, NAGPUR , PATNA and SHILLONG some time in 
December , 1959. 

THESE CENTRES ARE LIABLE TO BE CHANGED AT 
THE DISCRETION OF THE COMMISSION . 

2 . Admission to the National Defence Academy will be made 
on the reaults of a written examination to be conducted by 
the Union Public Service Commission and an interview by 
a Service Selection Board and Physical Endurance Text. 

8 . The approximate number of vacancies to be offered for 
entry into the Academy as a result of this examination will 
be 180 for the Army and the Navy and 40 for the Air Force . 
This is only a provisional catimate and is, therefore, liable 
to alteration . 

Candidates ghould indicate in the application form their 
order of preference if they wish to compete for more than 
one Service . Due consideration will be given to the pre 
ference cxpressed by a candidate at the time of his applica 
tion , but the Government of India reserves powcr to assign 
him to any Service or branch of Service taking into consider 
ation the vacancics available in each Service or branch and 
the aptitude of the candidate . 


Notc 1. - Ratings (including boys and artificer apprentices ) 
of the Indian Navy must give Indian Navy as thcir Erst 
preference .

5 . CANDIDATES SHOULD BE MEDICALLY FIT IN 
ALL RESPECTS FOR SERVICE IN ANY PART OF THE 
WORLD . THE STANDARDS OF MEDICAL FITNESS ARE 
SHOWN IN APPENDIX I, 

A NUMBER OF QUALIFIED CANDIDATES ARE REJECT . 
ED SUBSEQUENTLY ON MEDICAL GROUPS. CANDI 
DATES ARE THEREFORE ADVISED IN THEIR OWN 
INTEREST TO GET THEMSELVES MEDICALLY EXAMIN 
ED BEFORE SUBMITTING THEIR APPLICATIONS TO 
AVOID DISAPPOINTMENT AT THE FINAL STAGE, 

A sufficient number of suitable candidates recommended 
by the Sesviccs Selection Board will be medically examined 
by a Board of Service Doctors. A candidate who is not 
leclared ſit by the Medical Board will not be admitted to 
the Academy. The very fact that the medical examination 
has been carried out by a Board of Service Doctors will 
not mean or imply that the candidate has been finally selected , 
The proceedings of the Medical Board are confidential and 
cannot be divulged to any one. The results of candidates 
declared unGt / temporarily unfit are intimated to them along 
with the procedure for submission of fitness certificate and 
appeal. No requests for the results of Medical Board * £ ! 
be entertained by the President of the Medical Board 

Candidates for the Army are advised in their own intero 
that if their vision does not come up to the standard , 
they must bring with them their correcting glasses if ayd 
when called up for Services Selecion Board Interview /Medical 
Examination . 

6 . Candidates must undertake not to marry until thcy com 
plete their full training . A candidate who marries qube 
quent to the date of his application , though successful at 
this of any subscquent examination , will not be selected 
for training. A candidate who marries while in training 
shall 1 . discharged and will be llable to refund all expen 
diture jncurred on him by the Government. 

7 . Candidates for admission to the examination must have 
been horn not carlier than 2nd January , 1949 and not later 
than lst July 1945 .

Note II. Candidates who have applicd for the Indian Navy 
Examination for admission as Special Entry Cadets into the 
Indian Navy or Air Force Flying College examination for 
admission into the Air Force Flying College must cxcrcise 
their final option before admission to the National Defence 
Academy course . After admission they will be considered 
neither for Special Entry in the Navy, nor for direct commis 
sion in the Air Force .

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10 . The decision of the Union Public Service Commission 
as to the cligibility or otherwise of a candidate shall be 
final. 


11 . A candidate found guilty of impersonation or of sub 
mitting fabricated documents or documents which have been 
tampered with or of making statements which are incorrect 
or false or suppressing material information or of using of 
attempting to usc unfair means in the examination ball or 
otherwise resorting to any other integular or improper means 
for obtaining admission to the examination may, in addition 
to rendering himself lable to a criminal prosecution , be 
debarred either permanently or for a specified period :

18 . Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain sup 
port for his candidature by any meang may disqualify him 
for admission . 

14 . The maximum number of candidates to be admitted 
to the exainination may at the discretion of the Commis 
alon be limited to such number as the Commission may 
decide. If a Jimit is imposed and the number of candidatoss 
cxceeds that limit, the Union Public Service Commission shall 
select from among the applicants those who shall be admitted 
to the examination and shall have regard in so doing to the 
guitability of the applicants for admission to the National 
Dcfence Academy. 

15 . The examination will be conducted by the Commission 
in the manncr prescribed in Appendix II to the Notification . 

16 . Candidates must pay the fece prescribed in Appendix 
III . No claim for a refund of these fees will be entertained 
cxcept to the extent Atated in the appendix , nor can thcy 
be held in reserve for any other examination or selection .

17 . The Union Public Scrvice Commission shall prepare 
a list of candidates in order of merit as disclosed by the 
aggregate marks awarded to each candidate at the written 
examination . The candidates, who obtain minimum qualify 
ing marks in the written examination , shall appear before a 
Servicce Sclection Board for Intelligence and Personality Testa 
where candidates for the Army/Navy will be assessed in officer 
potentiality and those for the Air Force in Pllot Aptitude and 
Officer potentiality . The maximum marks obtalnable at these 
tests arc 900. Candidates for the Army/ Navy obtaining 
minimum qualifying marks in the officer potentiality test 
and candidates for the Air Force obtaining minimum quall 
fying marks separately in the officer potentiality test and 
Pilot Apitude test will be further subjected to certain Physi 
cal Endurance T ests (cletails of which are given in Appendix 
IV ) carrying 200 marks; but no minimum qualifying marks 
are prescribe for these tests . 


To be acceptable , candidates for the Army{Navy should 
secure minimum qualifying marks separately in (1) written 
cxamination , and (ii ) officer potentiallty test and candidatex 
for the Air Force should sccure minimum qualifying marks 
scparately in (i) written examination , (ii) officer potentiality 
tcst and (iil) Pilot Aptitude Test. Subject to these conditions, 
the qualified candidates will then be placed in the final 
order of merit on the basis of total marks secured by them 
In the written examination , the Services Selection Board tents 
and in the Physical Endurance Test in two separate lists , 
one for the Army and the Navy and the other for the Air 
Force. The final selection for admission to the National 
Defence Acadcmny will be made in order of mcrit subject to 
medical fitness and suitabliity in all other rcspects and number 
of vacancies available , 


Note 1,-- In the case of Cadets of the Sainik School, a 
certificate from the Principal to the cffect that the Cadet 
has reached the " Matriculation Pass " standard of education 
will be accepted . 


Note II. - Candidates who have appeared or intend to appear 
at any of the above examinations, may also apply for ad 
minion to this examination . Their applications wlll be ac 
cepted provisionally and they will be required to furnish proof 
of their having passed that examination as soon as possible and 
in any case not later than 80th June, 1960 . Candidature will 
otherwise be cancelleil , 

Note IIJ. - Students of Public Schools or of Schools which 
prepare specially for Cambridge School Certificate Examina 
tion who are due to appcar at the Cambridge School Certificate 
Examination to be held in December 1960 are also eligible to 
apply for this examination provided they can submit a 
cartificate from the Headmaster / Principal of the School 
that they are due to appear at the Cambridge School Certi 
ficate Examination in December 1960 and that they have 
attained the Matriculation standard of education . 

9 . Candidates who were admitted to an earlier courge at 
the National Defence Academy (formcrly Joint Services Wing) , 
but were removed therefrom for weaknes in academics or 
for lack of officer- ilke- qualitics or on disciplinary grounds, 
will not be admitted to this examination 


N . B . EVERY CANDIDATE FOR THE AIR FORCE IS 
CIVEN PILOT APTITUDE TEST ONLY ONCE . THE

MAHARAJA JAGADDIPENDRA NARAYAN Scholar 
ship - I his scholarship of tbe value of Rs. $60 per annum is 
gtanled to a needy cadet who fails to accure any financial 
assistance from the Governacnt and 18 paid on completion of 
a term at the National Defence Academy. The scholarship 
is sanctioned by llic Government on a mcans cum merit basis 


3 COLONEL KENDAL FRANK MEMORIAL Scholarship , 
This scholarship is of the value of Rs. 960 per annum and 
18 granted to a Maratha cadet who should be the son of an 
ex - serviceman The scholarship 18 in addition to any financial 
assistance from the Govcrament. 

4 KUER SINGH MEMORIAL Scholarship . - Two scholar 
ship , arc dwarded to two cadets who obtain the highest 
position amongst candidates from BIHAR . The value of 
cach scholarship is Rs 3700 per menscm tenable for a 
maximum period of 4 years during training at the National 
Defence Academy, KILARAKVASLA and thereafter at the 
Military College , Dehradun and the Air Force Flying College 
and Naval Training Establıxlıments where the Cadets nay 
be sent for training on completion of their training at the 
National Defence Academy, The scholarships will , however, 
Le continued subject to making good progress at the above 
institutions. 


19 Candidates finally selected will undergo a three years 
couise at the National Defence Academy. After tlus three year 
training the successful candidates will undergo further spc 
cialised training for the Service for wbich they may be 
eclected While at the National Defence Academy, Cadets 
will be subject to the discipline of the Academy.

PHYSICAL STANDARDS FOR ADMISSION TO THE 

NATIONAL DEFENCE ACADEMY 
To be passed fit for admission to the National Defence 
Academy a candidate must be in good physical and mental 
health and free from any disability likely to interfere with 
the efficient performance of duty , 

2 . It will however be ensured that:-- 
(a ) there is no evidence of weak constitution ; imperfect 

development, scrious malformation or obesity . 
(b ) there is no maldevelopment or impalrment of func 

tion of the bones or joints, 
(C) there is no impediment of specch . 
( d ) there is no malformation of the head , defornity from 

fracture or depression of the bones of the skull. 
(e ) there is no impaired hearing, discharge from or disease 

of cither car , unhealed perforation of the tympanic 
memberances or signs of acute or chronic suppurative 
odtis media or evidence of radical or modified radical 
mastoid operation , 


21 . The cost of training including accommodation , books, 
uniform ) , boarding and medical treatment will be bottle 
by thc Government. Parents or guardians of cadets will, 
however, be required to meet their pocket and other private 
expenses. Normally these expenses are not likely to exceed 
Rs. 30 pm If in any case a cadet s parent or guardian is 
unable to meet wholly or partly even this expenditure , 
financial assistance upto Rs. 30 pm . may be granted by the 
Government. No cadet whose parent or guardian has an 
Income of Rs. 300 p .m , or above would be eligible for the 
grant of the financial assistance . The immovable property 
and other aggcts and income from all sources are also taken 
into account for determining the eligibility for financial 
assistance . 

The parent/ guardian of a candidate dcsirous of having any 
financial 29519tance should immediately after his gon /ward 
having been finally selected for training at the National 
Defence Academy, submit an application through the District 
Magistrate of his District who will with his recommendation 
forward the application to the Director of Military Training, 
Army Headquarters, New Delhi. 


22 . Candidates finally selected for training at the Academy 
will be required to deposit the following amount with th4 
Commandant, National Defence Academy on arrival there .--

(g ) there are no enlarged glands in the neck and other 

parts of the body and that the thyroid gland in 

normal , 
N . B . - Scars of operations for the removal of tuberculous 

glands are not a cause for rejection provided that there 
has been no active dijete within the precading → 

years and the chest is clinically and radiologically clear, 
( h ) there is no discase of the throat, palate , tonsils or 

gums or disease or injury affecting the normal function 

of cither mandibular joint. 
N . B . - Simple hypertrophy of the tonsils, if there is no 

history of attacks of tongultis, is not a cause for 

rejection , 
(1) there is no sign of functional or organic discase of 

the heart and blood ycescls . 
(i) there is no evidence of pulmonary tuberculods ar 

previous history of this disease or any other chronic 

disease of the lungs. 
(k ) there is no evidence of any disease of the digestive 

system including any abnormality of the liver and 

spleen . 
(1) there is no hernia or tendency thereto . 
(m ) therc is no hydrocele , or definite varicoceld or any 

other diucasc or defect of the genital organs. 
N . B . - A candidate who has been operated for a hydrocele 

will be accepted if there are no abnormalities of 
the cord and testicle aud therc 1$ 11o evidence of 
filariasis ,

albuminuria of glycosuria will not be accepted . 
( p ) there is no discase of the skin unless tetaporary or 

tricial, Scars which by their extent or position cause 
or are likely to cause disability or marked dişligure 

ment are a cause for rejection . 
( q ) there is no active, latent or congenital venercal dis 

case . 
(1) there is no history or evidencc of mental disease 

Candidates suffering from epilepsy , l1continence of 

urine, or erurosis will not be accepted . 
(b ) there is no squint or morbid condition of thc eye 

or of the lids which is liable to a risk of aggravation 
or recurrence . 


( ll ) It is not possible to lay down precis standards for 
weight in relation to height and age. The correlation table 
18, therefore, only a guide and cannot be applied universally . 
A 10 per cent, departure from the average weight given in 
the table is to be considered as within normal limits. There 
may neverthelcag be some individuals who according to the 
alwve standard may be overweight but from the general build 
of the body are it in every respect. The over -weight in 
such case may be due to heavy boncs and muscular develop 
ment and not obesity . Similarly for those who are under 
weight, the criteria should be the general build of the body 
and proportionate development rather than rigid adherence 
to standards in the above tablc . 


(t) there is no active trachoma or its complications . 


(c) Chest -- The chest should be well developed with a 
minimum range of expansion of 2 inches. The candidate s 
chest will be mcasured by making him stand erect with his 
feet together, and his arms raised over his head . The tape 
will be so adjusted round the chest that its upper edge 
touches the inferior angles of the shoulder- blades behind , and 
its lower edge the upper part of the nipples in front. The 
arms will then be lowered to hang ſoosely by the side. 
Care will be taken that the shoulders are not thrown upwards 
of backwards 80 as to displace the tape. The candidate 
will then be directed to take a deep inspiration several titucs , 
and the maximum and minimum expansions of the cheat will 
be carefully noted . The minimum and maximum will then 
be recorded in inches, thus 39 / 85 , 34 / 36 etc . 


N . B - Remedial operations are to be performed prior to 

catry. No guarantec in given of ultimate acceptance 
and it should be clearly understood by the candidates 
that the decision whether an operation 14 desirable 
or necessary is one to be made by his private medical 
adviser . The Government will accept no liability 
regarding the result of operation or any expense in 
curred . 


In recording the measurements , fractions of less than half 
an inch should not be noted . 


4 . Dental condition . 


% . Standards for Height, Weight and Chat measurements. 

(a ) Height. - (1) The hcight of a candidate will bc measured 
by making him stand against the standard with his feet 
together . The weight shoull be thrown on the heels and 
not on the tocs or outer sides of the fect. He will stand 
crect without rigidity and with the heels, calves, buttocks and 
Moulders touching the standard ; the chin will be depressed 
to bring the vertex of the head level under the horizontal 
bar , and the helght will be recorded in inches and quarter 
parts thereof. 


It should be ensured that a sufficient number of natural 
and sound teeth are present for cffideat mastication . 


(a ) A candidate must have minimum of 14 dental points 19 
be acceptable . In order to assess the dental condition of an 
individual, points are allotted as under for teeth in good 
apposition with corresponding teeth in the other jaw . 


(U ) Helght standards for candidates of the different age 
will normally be:
